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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

First species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 1, 
Second species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 2, 
Third species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 3, 
Fourth species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 4, 
Fifth species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 5, 
Sixth species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 6 and 
Seventh species of thermoactive wall and ceiling element of Figure 9. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
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are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

Note that by preliminary amendment claims 1-9 have been cancelled. In claim 10 
applicant claims a "capillary tube mat". Only the sixth species of Figure 6 and the 
seventh species of Figure 9 have disclosure of a "capillary tube mat." To add confusion, 
dependent claims 18, 19 and 20 (all ultimately depending from claim 10), by way of 
example, claim structures that are found in Figures 1 and 2, but not in Figures 6 and 9. 
Thus, it appears that no claims are generic and that at least claims 18, 19 and 20 
cannot properly depend from claim 10, because the structures claimed in claims 18, 19 
and 20 are not disclosed in combination with a capillary tube mat in so far as this 
examiner understands applicant's disclosure. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: JP 7-293908 shows 
a panel with at least a paraffin based heat storage material. It has a closed casing and 
a pipe 6 running through it. Ribs are also shown spanning the horizontal plates forming 
the upper and lower surfaces of the panel. GB 2142135 teaches a microencapsulated 
phase change material in plaster (see Derwent Abstract). It is deemed to have been 
obvious to have used a microencapsulated phase change material in plaster as taught 
by GB '1 35 in place of the phase change material of JP '908. The combined prior art of 
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JP'908/GB '135 shows that the technical features that are common to all of the species 
are well known in the prior art. Accordingly, an election of species is proper under the 
PCT Rules.
